SENATE PASSES AWAY.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Sena- 
tor John H. Bankhead of Alabama 
died here todhy after an illness of 
veveral weeks from grippe. 

Senator Bankhead was 77 years 
old and had been a member of the 
Senate since 1907. He had been con- 
fined to his bed for nearly a month. 
His condition had not been con- 
sidered serious, however, and until 
today his physicians had reported 
hirn steadily improving. 

The Senate adjourned ase a mark 
of respect as soon as Senator Bank- 
head's death was announced in the 
chamber. 

Senator Bankhead was the oldest 
member of the Senate and the only 
surviving veteran of the Confederate 
armies in the body. He was leader 
in the work of the committee on 
public buildings and rivers and har- 
bors and was author of the law for 
Federal aid to post roads.

drifts of snow.

Rhode Island's Wet Fight 
Before Supreme 


Attorney - General Declares 
State Rights Invaded. 


Says Perversion of Principle 
will Bring Revolt. 


(ay P. Wise) 

| WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
eighteenth amendment “is a direct 
invasion of jurisdiction and powers 
of the State and the rights of its 
people,” the State of Khode Island 
deciares in its brief filed in the 
United States Supreme Court today 
in reply to the government's motion 
for the dismissal of its action fo 
obtain injunctive relief from the 


amendment. 

The brief, filed by Atty.-Gen. Kice 
of Rhode Isiand, asserts that the gvev- 
ernment’s view that the amendment 
is unassailable, can “only lead to 
anarchy and oppression.” lt con- 
tends that it ig the court’s duty to 
keep Congress in its amendments to 
the Constitution “within the scope 
and jurisdiction of Federal author- 
ity,” and “maintain that line of di- 
vision between Federal and State 
powers,” which has “for so many 
years insured the harmvenious oOp- 
eration of our dual system of gov- 
ernment,” ed and established 
as perpetual. 

WILL BRING REVOLT. 

The theory of government “is #0 
subversive of fundamenta! principles 
that ite acceptance would bring 
about Ga constitutional revolution,” 
continues the brief. 

“It would convert the sovereignty 
of the people into a sovereignty of 
offic It would endangpr e¢ivil 
life and those innumerable rights 
that have been inserted from the 
common law since the time Masg- 
na Charta. Under its application the 
boundary between Federal and Siate 
authority could be shifted at will. In 
fact, all power might be absorbed by 
the Federal government.” 

The brief declares that Article V 
ef the Constitution relating to 
amendments only provides for the 
“correction of errors committed in 
framing the Constitution.” 

“REVOLUTIONARY.” 
The proposal of the eighteenth 
amendment “to the States,"’ the brief 
asserts, is unconstitutional “and is a 
revolutionary proceeding.” Hereto- 
fore, it declares, Congress has pro- 
posed amendments “to the Legisia- 
tures of the several States.” 

“The different course which was 
purs@ed in this instance was adopt- 
ed understandingly and with a pur- 
pose,” continues the brief. “It was 
mecessary to depart from the prac- 
tice which had always heretofore ob- 
tained, in order to carry out the new 
constitutional doctrine that the word 
amendment in Article V includes 
proposals covering the whole field of 
absolute sovereignty. In the propos"! 
of the so-called amendment, neither 
@ power nor a eub) matter within 
the scope of the Federal Constitution 
was dealth with. On the contrary, the 
power involved resided in the sov- 
ereign people of the respective 
States and in them eaclusiviy. It 
was necessary. therefore, in order to 
to propose t @o-calle amend- 
ment to those who possessed it. 

NO SANCTION. 


“Recognizing the necessity, Con- 
gress made the proposal! of the so- 
called amendment to the respective 
States; that is, to the sovereign peo- 
ple of the respective States. 

“The entire procedure is revolu- 
tionary and without constitutivnal 
sanction. 

“It surpasses ail understanding 
that Congress while submitting the 
proposal ‘to the States’ declares that 
their Legislatures shall bind them.

tion. If thig court may consider 
the question whether an amend- 
ment not expressly prohibited by the 
constitution can validly be adopted, 
it is submitted that there is noth- 
ing In the nature of the Eighteenth 
Amendment which exposes !t to the 
charge of validity. 

“We submit that the conception 
involved in the bill of complaint, 
that an amendment duly submitted 
by Congress on the vote of two- 
thirds of each house, and duly ratified 
by the Legislatures of three-fourths 
of the States, is atill subject to 
judicial review and may be h-«ld for 
naught through judieial action, is a 
conception of the most extravagant 
character and opposed to the 
fundamenta! principles of our gov- 
ernment. No principle of judicial 
action can possibly be invoked for 
sustaining such ean authority. 

“The truth is.” the brief con- 
cluded, “that there is nothing left 
but a question of political policy 
with which this court has no con- 
cern.”

LEGALIZE 2.50 BEER. 
‘ay A FP. DAY WIG! 

MILWAUKEE, March 1.—Manu- 
facture and sale of 2.60 beer in Wis- 
consin was legalized in a decision 
handed down today by Federa] Judge 
Geiger in the test case brought by 
the Manitowoc Products Company 
for an injunction to halt enforce- 
ment of the Volstead Act. 

By his decision Judge Geiger up- 
held the Mulberger law, thus as- 
suming that State prohibition laws 
take precedence over Federal regu- 
lation. 

The court held Section 1, Title 2, 
of the Volstead Act unconstitutional. 
The court also held that, inasmuch 
as the constitutional amendment 
prohibited only intoxicating liquors, 
neither Congress nor the State Leg- 
islature has power to define the 
words “intoxicating liquor” so as to 
include beyerages nonintoxicating 
in fact. e Manitowoo company 
claimed that 2% per cent. beer was 
nonintoxicating and allowed the 
Mulberger Act passed by the Wis- 
consin Legislature. The court held 
that the amendment does not pro- 
hibit the State from fixing a stand- 
ard under its police power. This is 
the firet court adjudication on the 
question in the United States. 

The decision resulted from the fil- 
ing of an injunction suit by the 
Manitowoc Products Company, & 
consolidation of three brewerles at 
Manitowoc to restrain enforcement 
of prohibition legislation in so far 
as it interferes with the manufacture 
of beer containing 2% per cent. al- 
cohol. 

It was claimed by counsel for the 
company that Congress acted illegally 
in limiting alcoholic content of 
liquor which can be sold under the 
constitutional amendment to 
amount less than half of 1 per cent. 
lt was aleo argued that the Mulber- 
ger law permitting sale of 2% per 
cent. beer in Wisconsin has prece 
dence over later Federal limitations. 


LOSS OF POSITION 
SURPRISES KELLOGG. 


OUSTED HEALTH BOARD MEM- 
BER BELIEVED APPOINT- 
MENT FOR FOUR YEARS. 


SACRAMENTO, March 1.—Gov. 
Stephens’ action in appointing a suec- 
cessor to Dr. W. H. Kellogg, secre- 
tary and member of the State Board 
of Health, came as a surprise to Dr. 
Kellogg, who sald today he believed 
his term of office was for four years, 
dating from the time of his appoint- 
ment in January, 1918. Dr. Kellogg 
was in San Francisco Saturday when 
the Governor announced the ap- 
pointment of his successor, Dr. Irv- 
ing Pancroft of Los Angeles. 

“While I knew that certain inter- 
ests were antagonistic to me.” sald 
Dr. Kellogg, “the action of the Gov- 
ernor in declaring my term expired 
and appointing a successor came as 
a surprise, for I had been under the 
impression Hhat my appointment was 
for four years, inetead of for the 
unexpired term of Dr. Wilbur A.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
Supreme Court teday upheld forma- 
tion of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and subsidiary combine- 
tiong in the iron and steel indus- 


try. 

Refusing to dissolve the so-called 
“steel trust,” the court dismissed 
the Federal government's Sherman 
law suit for dissolution. 

Affirming the New Jersey Federal 
Court's dismissal of the government 
prosecution, the Supreme Court de-, 
clined to enjoin the restraint of 
trade charged, and also denied an 
order to break up the super-com- 
bination, said to be the worlds 
greatest industrial organization with 
assets exceeding $2,000,000,000. 

In dismissing the Federal suit, 
however, the court ordered such dis- 
missal “without prejudice,” permit- 
ting the government to sue again 
“if the corporation actually resorts 
to Ulegal, wrongful or repressive 
practices.” 

FIND NO VIOLATIONS. 


In rendering the decision Justice 
McKenna said that since 1911 no 
act In violation of law can be 
charged against the steel corpora- 
tion and that it was the opinion of

UPSET NEW YORK LAW. 

The New York State income tax 
law wae held unconstitutional today 
by the Supreme Court, In so far as 
it denies exemptions to citizens of 
other States which are granted te 
ite own citizens. 

Federal Court decrees declaring 
the law discriminatory and perma- 
nently enjoining State officials from 
enforcing it against nonresidents 
were sustained.

NEW YORK, March 1.—~Maj. 
Birdseye Blakeman Lewis, who was 
formerly the husband of Mrs. Philip 
8. Chancellor of Santa Barbara, and 
who shot and killed himself while 
@ member of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France about two 
years ago, left a large part of his 
fortune, it was learned here today, 
to Mra. Altan Pinkerton of this city. 
The circumstances that led to the 
bequest are not known here. 


SANTA BARBARA, March 1.— 
Mrs. Altan Pinkerton, to whom the 
late Maj. B. B. Lewis of New York 
left the bulk of his estate, following 
his death in France, is unknown 
to Mrs. Philip 8. Chancellor, his 
former wife. Mre. Chancellor was 
separated from Maj. Lewis years 
ago. During the war, two years ago, 
she Was married here to Dr. Chan- 
cellor, prominent and wealthy 
physician of Santa Barbara and Chi- 
cago, and at that time a major in 
the service. 

“The divorce proceedings which 
Mrs. Chancellor, as Mrs. Lewis, in- 
stituted here in Santa Barbara, had 
no connection whatsoever with Mra. 
Pinkerton,” said Dr. Chancellor to- 
day, speaking for his wife. “There 
was no co-respondent whatever back 
of the separation: it was simply a 
case of incompatibility. An inter- 
locutory decree was granted and be- 
fore the year was up Maj. Lewis, 
who had become involved in some 
way over in France, or for some 
cause we do not know. ended his life 
by shooting himself in the head. It 
was not until after hie will was sent 
to New York from France for pro- 
bate that Mrs. Chancellor learned 
there was such a person as Mra, 
Pinkerton in his life.”

James McInerney also denied hav- 
ing fired any shots, though admit- 
ting he was armed with a revolver. 
He said he was in the hall during 
the shooting but did not know who 
fired the shots. 

Michael Sheehan, defendant. testi- 
fied that he was unarmed and took 
no part In the shooting. 

Elmer Smith, defendant, an at- 
torney of Centralia, was on the 
stand when court adjourned. He 
will finish tomorrow and Ray Beck- 
er, ninth of the ten men being tried, 
will take the stand, according to 
defense counsel. Loren Roberts will 
not be placed on the stand, defense 
counsel said 

FIRED FROM 


“I shot from a depression tn the 
hill,” Bland said on cross examina- 
tion. “I shot with one knee on the 
ground.” The field glasses and suit- 
case found on the hill were taken 
there by Hanson, Bland said. 

“I was shooting at the people who 
were raiding the hall, Bland sald in 
answer to a question as to whether 
he could distinguish anyone in the 
crowd with the field glasses. He 
sald the glasses were of no use in 
identifying anyone except civilians 
and soldiers. 

“We started shooting after we 
heard shots come from the hall,” he 
asserted. Bland said the disputed 
.38-.55 rifle, from which the State 
contends the bullet which killed 
Grimm was fired, belonged to John 
Doe Davis, one of two uncaptured 
defendants. He said he saw the 
gun in Davis's possession the day of 
the shooting. 

State counsel expressed opinions 
today that the defense would likely 
have to rest within another forty- 
eight hours.

CHARLES WAYNE, VETERAN OF 
COMEDY, BELIEVED HEART

ROSTON (Mass.) March 1.—The 
sudden death on the Colonial 
Theater stage during yesterday's 
matinee performance of “The Royal 
Vagabond” of Charies Wagne, aged

compose the cast of the production 
and by whom Wayne, a ieading 
character in the plece, wag greatly 
beloved. 

Mr. Wayne, who played the role 
of “Chefcheck, Keeper of the Inn” 
complained of intense pain during 
the second act. He refused to quit, 
however, and gamely returned for 
the finale of the act. Hardly had 
he made his exit when he wae 
stricken and died before a doctor 
could be summoned. 

Medical Examiner Leary. who 
viewed the body, stated that heart 
failure probably was the cause of 
death, but an autopsy would be held. 
Mr. Wayne had been connected 
with the theatrical profession for 
twenty-five years, both as a pro- 
ducer and comedian. He had been 
with the “Royal Vagabond” com- 
pany since that show opened on 
Froadway, more than a yerr ago.

The Women's City Club, with its 
well-known open forum, indorsing 
| no speaker and taking on sides upon 
|any question, held one of the live- 
liest sessions of the club year yea- 
terday.. R. L. Pruitt of New York 
City, representing the Anti-Asiatic 
League, spoke on the affirmative side 
of the question, “Are the Japanese 
a Menace to America?” and Mrs. B. 
Bellows, a former president of 
the club and whose husband was 
formerly Consul-General from the 
United States in Japan, spoke for 
the negative. 

“The Japanese are a menace to 
this nation, because their religo-po- 
litical creed is fundamentally dif- 
ferent from that of the United 
States, because their political con- 
cepts are diametrically opposed to 
the principles of our government, 
because of their patient and unre- 
mitting zeal in propagating their 
creed, especially on the western 
coast, and because of their doctrine 
of the divine right of their Mikado, 
their finesse and the mystery in- 
jected into thelr methods.” 

These were Mr. Pruitt’s points. 
substantiated by facts of the past 
and quotations from the Japanese 
press. One editorial so late as the 
latter part of 1919 said: “To pre- 
serve the world’s peace is the mis- 
sion of Japan. Japan holds the 
prerogative of world government 
The League of Nations can 
obtain its full power only by plac- 
ing the ruler of Japan at 1@ head.” 


contends, no matter what its name, 
is worship of the Mikado and that 
includes a worship of their ruler as 
the supreme potentate of the world. 
That is taught in their schools, in 
their homes and in theif univer- 
sities. Japan is slowly but surely 
gaining her purpose, he declared. 
In the last quarter of a century 
Japan has doubled her area, has a 
foothold in China and Siberia, be- 
sides taking to herself Korea and 
Manchuria. Japanese play upon 
the fact that they are not readily 
understood by America, thinking, he 
declared, we will give them the 
benefit of the doubt by admitting 
them tn increasing numbers as they 
spread their propaganda. 

Mrs. Bellows replied that the at- 
titude of America toward Japan 
should not be the selfish one of look- 
ing only for our rights. We should 
remember our duty and indebted- 
ness to Japan. he declared we 
were not the only ones emba 
by the presence of Japanese. The 
Japanese were embarrassed often by 
our presence in their islands, she 
stated. Seventy years ago they 
practiced exclusion, but when Com- 
modore Perry was sent by our 
govermment they admitted him. 
That wes the beginning of. an in- 
flux of Americans to Japan. 

“Then,” said Mrs. Rellcws, “we 

invited them to come out and be a 
part of the world. Now are we go- 
ing to turn back ‘the pages of his- 
tory and tell them, even though they 
have allowed us to come to them. 
they cannot come to us?"

OPPOSE PROPOSAL OF 
BLINN LUMBER FIRM. 


COUNCIL REFERS QUESTION OF 
PAYING TIDELAND TAXES 
TO COMMITTEE, 


Members of the Council yesterday 
expressed disapproval of the pro- 
posal of the L. W. Blinn Lumbcr 
Company that the city pay au 
amount equal to any taxes which 
may be levied against the company’s 
leasehold interest in city tidelands 
as part of the consideration to the 
company for surrendering its present 
location, which is needed in the Los 
Angeles Harbor channel-widening 
project. The proposal, with a state- 
ment by the City Attorney, was re- 
ferred to the Harbor Committee. 

The City Attorney's statement says 
that the Blinn company has pur- 
chased operty on the inner har- 
bor to ich it will remove its plant, 
and has also leased other property 
adjacent to that which it has pur- 
chased. The leased property is tide- 
lands, deeded by the Southern Pa- 
cllc to the city in the compromise 
agreement of July 23, 1917, and, tn 
turn, leased back to the Southern 
Pacific for thirty years. 

The City Attorney states that from 
recent rulings of the Supreme Court 
it appears that leasehold interests in 
city lands must be taxed. 

In the pending agreement it Is 
proposed that the company surrender 
two wharves which it constructed 
under franchises, certain tidglands 
which it is renting from the city, 
and certain other adjacent lands 
which are leased from the Salt Lake 
Railroad Company. In return for this 
surrender, the city proposes to give 
the free use of the space between 
the pierhead and bulkhead lines 
in front of the tidelands which the 
company is leasing in the new loca- 
tion, upon which it will construct 
its own wharf.

ing and unloading ships and trains. in con- 
structing roads behind the lines, in assisting 
the Royal Engineers in Some of the skilled 
work and, in short, in. doing a thousand 
and one odd jobs which are among the In- 
giorious duties of the war,” 

Three years ago the Chinese coolies were 
transported from their homes to France— 
crossing the Pacific, going overland through 
Canada and Quebec and shipping again 
across the Atlantic. Tne war is now end- 
ed; the work for which they were selected 
Was performed to the full satisfaction of 
the French government; and the coolies 
have all been returned. They are in their 
native provinces; and the French farm la- 
borers and city roustabouts, whose p 
the Chinese filled, are demobilized and bac 
at their own jobs. Those Chinese released 
200,000 Frenchmen for other service; but 
none of the ilis which the agitators fore- 
saw ever materialized. The Chinese passed 
over to their native land as unobtrusively 
as they came. 

That demonstration of the utility of Chi- 
nese labor should be an answer to the 
Objections of those who fear to see a hun- 
dred thousand Chinese laborers brought to 
the Pacific Coast under similar contracts to 
till the farms and perform other “inglorious 
duties” of Americag industry. It is pro- 


posed to bring them here under three-year: 


contracts. They would be bound to return 
to their native provinces at the end of 
that time. just as the ones who went to 
France were pledged to return; they could 
perform the hard labor fiom which Amer 
ican workmen are flinching at this time; 
and by so doing they could meke. possible 
a@ greatiy-Increased production of mills and 
factories by supplying them with the raw 
materials. 

American workmen shy from farm labor. 
It is too similar to that performed by the 
horse and the ox; there is too great a re- 
quirement for muscle and too little for in- 
tellect. The average American workman 
knows he is capable cf better things.

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EW HOPE FOR IRELAND. 

For the third, and let us hope last, 
time an Irish home-rule bill has come up 
for second reading in the House of Com- 
mons. Gladstone's first attempt to bring 
justice to Ireland was thwarted by the 
House of Lords and perished with the 
death of its champion, Parnell. The war 
postponed the enactment of the bill passed 
by the Asquith government and the rapid 
march of events has rendered its resurrec- 
tion unacceptable to all parties. Will Lioyd 
George be more successful and so prove 
the truth of the adage, “The third time pays 
for all?” 

Throughout the somewhat complex ma- 
chinery provided in this last Irish home- 
rule bill one abiding purpose is clearly 
discernible. One sees in it a desire, an in- 
tent, a whole-souled endeavor on the part 


of its sponsors to bring together the sects 


and factions and warring communities in 
that be-deviled country under one central 
“Ireland-for-the-Irish” form of government— 
in spite of the anarchist fury of the Sinn 
Feiners on the one hand and the bitter ir- 
reconcilable bigotry of the Carsonites on 
the other. 

In the provisions of this cleverly-con- 
structed document a direct bid is made and 
a tempting bait offered for the formation 
of one central Parliament to which. the 
whole of Ireland will give allegiance. Such 
a Parliament was the ambition of the old 
Home Rule party. For this grand goal real 
patriots, like Biggar, Parnell, Michael Da- 
vitt, Justin McCarthy and John Redmond, 
struggled and fought and never faltered— 
long before the serpent egg of Sinn Feinism 
had ‘been hatched from the Bolshevik in- 
cubator. 

This much must be said for the last ef- 
fort to pacify Ireland: the bill is more lib 
eral than the one Parnell so willingly ac- 
cepted. Of course, it will be fought bit- 
terly by the irreconciliables on both sides 
of the firing line. But if the best opinion 
in Ireland finally prevails, from it may 
spring that really united Ireland, so long 
the passionate prayer of poets and the prac- 
tical despair of politicians. 

Two Parliaments—one of fifty-two mem- 

bers for the North and 128 members for the 
South, with forty-two members for the 
whole country sitting ‘n the imperial Par- 
HMament and a for Ireland” to form 
the nucleus of the hoped-for one common 
Parliament—these are the salient features 
in the last plan to get Ireland into the self- 
governing class. With so many legislatures 
and councils established there should be no 
dearth of electioneering, a feature that will 
recommend the bill to the average Irish- 
man. 
The powers relegated to the two Parliia- 
ments, to be immediately set up if the bill 
passes, are considerable. They will have 
full control of education, local government, 
agriculture, transportation, insurance, pen- 
sions, licensing and collection of death 
dues, fees and other taxes. 

The imperial government will have charge 
of the constabulary and police until the 
united Parliament has been formed by the 
Irish themselves and will also direct for 
eign trade, the army and navy, the post- 
office, the income tax returns and customs 
and excises. But as soon as a united Par 
liament is agreed upon it wil] take over thé 
police and constabulary, the postoffice and 
the control of customs and excises. 

For obvious reasons the two Parliaments, 
while working separately, have been more 
restricted in their powers than will be the 
one central Parliament intended to repre- 
sent every shade of Irish political opinion. 
And by a clever diplomatic stroke the for- 
mation of this one Parliament for Ireland 
has been taken out of the bands of the 
British and left entirely with the Irish 
themselves. 

For many barren years statesmen in the 
British House of Commons have wrestled 
with the problem of reconciling the con- 
flicting elements in Ulster and the south and 
west of Ireland. So far their efforts hava 
ended unhappily in more accentuated di- 
vision and more measures. At 
last the responsibility has been shifted to 
Where it rightfully belongs—to settlement 
by the Irish people themselves. 

Of course, the Irish may not prove more 
pliant in settling their troubles for them- 
selves than they have been when combined 
with the English, Welsh and Seotch. But 
they can no longer claim that they have 
not been given a chance. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the Sinn 
Fein will refuge -to afford the plan a fair 
trial if they can by any means defeat it. 
Nor is T. P. O'Connor or Sir Horace Plun- 
kett, the foremost spokesmen today of the 


Irish Nationalists, by any means satisfied 
with this last attempt to pacify Ireland. 
Probably all that the Lioyd George govern- 
ment expects is to end the present intolera- 
ble state of affairs by removing the reproach 
that a sterling but misguided people has 
never been given an opportunity to express 
its own nationality in its own way.

Then it was discovered that there was & 
shortage of apartment-houses in New York. 
People came to Kelly and offered him $40 


tenants had been good to him in the lean 
years and if they wanted to stay they could 
do so as long as they liked. 

So they stayed. 

Representatives of an association of 
apartment-houses owners called on Kelly 
and told bim he would have to raise the 
rent on his tenants and get in line with 
the rest. Kelly cordially invited the com- 
mittee to go down to the Brooklyn bridge 


and jump off. He declared that he would 
boost the rent on no man unless he had a 
better reason than he could think of at that 


moment. Strangers came and offered him 
$50 a month for quarters—some went as 
high ag $75—~but there was nothing doing. 
Kelly announced that so long as his tenants 
were content to pay the $30 they had once 
agreed upon he would never set one out in 
the street, Then the tenants themselves 
suggested that their landlord might put up 


smiling. 

Then the tenants had a meeting on their 
own part. They voted to raise the rent on 
themselves $8 a month for each apartment 
and then sent this in 2 lump sum to Kelly 
with a challenge to do his worst. 

Kelly saw the rise and called it. Now 
he is having his apartments rewired. In 
each one he is putting in a new $8 electric 
fan for the summer season. What he will 
do when next th’s rake-off comes is not 
What his tenants would like is a framed 
photograph of Kelly to hang up im each of 
their apartments. Underneath they would 
have the printed line: “The Whitest Land- 
lord on God's Green Barth.” 

It really doesn’t seem possible that there 
is such an animal. Certainly nothing like 
it has ever been heard of fn this neighbor- 
hood and we feel like offering a reward for 
its nearest approach.

This same woman found in one 
of her apartments that the tenant 
was taking care of the little child 
of a relative for a few weeks.

The husband sarcastic- 
ally suggested that they might 
drown the child in the bathroom. 
The landlady said that might an- 
swer, but she would have to charge 
extra for the water used, as it didn’t 
properly belong to one of her ten- 


This apartment-house is like most 
of those belonging to the Bloodsuck- 


ers’ Union. Apartments that once * 


yawned for tenants at $75 a yawn 
are now marked up to $80 and the 

t is expected to chip in a 
bonus for the landlady for the privi- 
lege of paying the rent two months 
in advance. The jandlady furnishes 
nothing much but a grouch. In the 
olden days when good tenants were 
a bit scarce and much tin demand 
the house would furnish some al- 
lurments. It was quite the regular 
thing for the landlord to provide 
light, heat, hot and cold water, tele- 
phone service and laundry facilities. 
Sometimes the house would furnish 
ice and electric fans. 


In the apartment referred to in 
the introduction the boss is a land- 
lady and she charges extra for about 
everything in the place. If she has 
her full way the tenant will have to 
cough up something additional when- 
ever the sun shinés in the room, as 
well as paying an assessment for 
the shades that shut it out. She 
charges a quarter a throw for the 
use of an electric curling fron. The 
tenant not only pays for a house- 
cleaning when he moves in, but 
when he moves out. Once a month 
he is tagged for another one wheth- 
er it is given or not. He is charged 
for laundry work that fs not done 
and he is expected to have his shirts 
and collars done at the laundry des- 
ignated by the landlady. So it ts 
with the bread, milk, ice and other 
daily supplies. Patronize the con- 
cern named by the landlady. for 
other representatives are not al- 
lowed in the building. if a tenant 
wants his specia| brand of rye bread 
or has a passion for goat's milk he 
must smuggle his refreshment in in 
person. The handy man may not 
bring it to him in the broad light 
of -day. 

And out of it all there is more 
emug graft for the landlady. She 
not only gets a commission on the 
sales of her tenants, but her own 
supplies and services come to her 
free of cost. There is a special 
charge for the telephone. By an 
arbitrary system the tenant must 
pay for more water, gas and elec- 
tricity than he uses. The landlady 
ia the residuary legatee of all ex- 
cess benefits. Fhe is the original 
Mme. Rakeoff. The apartments are 
advertised as being furnished. but 
the occupant must add many things 
before any degree of comfort can 

attained. When the tenant 
moves or goes back Hast the land- 
lady eneaks these extras if she can. 

Pity the poor flat or apartment 
dweller. He has no friends. The 
hand of every man—and woman— 
scems raised against him. He must 
stand with his back to the wall and 
his purse in his band. His company 
consists of the horseleech’s daugh- 
ters, crying. “Give! Give!” Every 
month or two he is confronted with 
a new igndiord or landlady with an 
enlarged appetite. His quarters 
have changed hands itn the night 
and the first step of the new owner 
or lessee is to advance rents fm or- 
der that the purchase price may be 
quickly met. 

But this unfortunate condition 
cannot last forever. The day will 
come again when there will be more 
apartments than tenants. The rent- 
ers should at least have some more 
or less formal association of their 
own that would enable them to keep 
some sort of a record of those land- 
lords who have been unnaturally 
grasping and notoriously selfish. 
From these they should free them- 
selves at once and forever. A land- 
lord who sees in a tenant nothing 
whatver but a subservient moneyry- 
producer deserves in return but lit- 
tle courtesy and consideration from 
his fellows.

The current number of the Round 
Table, perhaps the abdlest/and most 
thoughtful quarterly review pub 
lished in England, contains & care 
fully-prepared article giving in 
rious forms the real contribution of 
England and others of the Allies to 
the common cause. 

At the beginning of the war the 
United Kingdom, by which is meant 
Eagland, Ireland, Wales and Scot- 
land, had\an army of 733,514 men. 
No attempt ie made to localize their 
origin, but all the subsequent enlist- 
ments are carefully assigned to their 
proper country. During the war 
England recruited 4,006,158 men, 
Scotland 557,618, Wales 272,924 and 
Ireland 134,202. All the rest of the 
empire, excluding India, produced 
1,425,864 white troops and India and 
various other sources of colored 
troops contributed 1,524,187. In oth- 
er words, the entire British Empire 
contributed 8,654,467 troops, of which 
4,006,158 came from little England 
alone. 

Another table shows that the per- 
centages of troops to the total white 
male population in various sections 
of the British Empire were as fol-

Must Stay Wed Five Years, 
Judge Taft's Plan. 


BY FRED H. TAFT, 

Section 124 of the Civil Code is 
that providing when divorces must 
be denied, and now has three sub- 
divisions based upon time of com- 
mencing the action. I shall present 
to the next Legislature an amend- 
ment to the section in the form of a) 
concluding clause probably in the 
following form: 

Section 124—Divorce, when de- 
nied. A divorce must be denied: One, 
Two, Three, (as now.) 

Provided, however, that no pro- 
ceedings for divorce nor annullment 
of marriage shall be filed, and no 
jurisdiction to try any action for di- 
vorce or annullment shall exist for 
any case filed prior to five years aft- 
er the marriage of the parties, and | 
in all statutes of limitation for com-| 
mencing such divorce or annullment 
proceedings, whether contained /in | 
this section or elsewhere, time sfiall | 
not be deemed to commence to run | 
until the expiration of said five-year 
period herein provided.

I have heretofore urged such am- 
endment to the law for procuring 
licenses’'to marry as would tend to 
lessen thoughtless and inexpedient 
marriages. The proposed changes re- 
garding divorces would, in my opin- 
jon, supplement the other reform. 
I believe that if people contemplat- 
ing marriage were faced with thé 
condition, just hinting at the ori«- 
inal idea of the permanency of the 
relation, t no immediate release 
could be had, should the marriage 
prove unhappy, they would be much 
more deliberate and use much more 
discretion, in contracting marriage. 
The widespread belief, so apparent, 
that if a marriage proves unpleas- 
ant the courts will promptly set it 
aside under ong guise or another, 
is working inestimable injury the 
community. And the ease with 
which people shuttle from the lIi- 
cense bureau to the divorce court at 
any time when selfishness, or care- 
lessness, or indifference, or improvi- 
dence, makes one or the other party 
uneasy, or dissatisfied. ought to have 
some substantia! check. 

WORSE THAN RENO, 


The number of divorce cases filed 
in this county during the last year 
shadows the record at Reno, the 
city of the world scandal for di- 
vorces, but portionatéely the case 
is not so . The last figures from 
the Nevada town, which fell under 
my observation, gave a high-water 
mark for a single month consider- 
ably/less than our avérage for the 
year, but the divorce calendar there 
constituted $2 per cent. of the entire 
business of the courts, and it ie cur- 
rent knowledge that a great pre- 
ponderance of the cases at Reno are 
by parties whose residence Was 
acquired for divorce purposes only, 
and most of which terminated al- 
most immediately after trial. The 
proportion of such cases here is 
secligible.

(Three,) which became a divorce de- 
partment something over & year ago, 
the calendar is full to and including 
April 16. 

In my own department § (Thir- 
teen.) which has been bletched with 
divorces for many years, defaults are 
set to April 15, and contests to ané@ 
including June &.
